CITES LAX CHARTER 
POLICIES IN THE PAST 


Finds a Chiet Cause of Bank 
Failures Was Too Many Banks 
—Existing Sound Ban's Serv- 

ing Communities Well 


NF YORK. — Existing sound 
banks, especially the small Lanks 
in the rural districts which are serv- 
ing their communities well, should 
be protected from any return of the 
over-banked local conditions caused 
by former lax chartering policies, 
which were mainly to blame for the 
unfavorable failure record of the 
past, says the Economic Policy Com- 
mission of the American Bankers 
Association. This is brought out in 
a report covering an investigation 
by the commission of bank failures 
and chartering policies. 

“The Commission’s study gives an 
impressive revelation of how great 
a part mistaken public policies in 
the chartering of banks played in 
creating the unsound banking struc- 
ture which finally collapsed with the 
Bank Holiday in March 1933,” 
Robert V. Fleming, president of the 
association, says in a foreword. 

“Over-production of banks, liter- 
ally by thousands, over many years 
in the face of insistent warnings not 
only from bankers and others who 
recognized -he danger, but even more 
so from the mounting records of 
bank failures themselves, is clearly 
shown to have ccrstituted asa whole 
one of the greatest single economic 
erréTssin the history of the Nation.” 


A Recurrence Feared 

He refers to fears of a recurrence 
of over-banking recently expressed 
by Federal banking authorities, to 
th: powers given the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation by the pro- 
vision of the Banking Act of 1935 
over the admission of banks to mem- 
bership in the insurance fund, to 
strengthened state laws and to the 
policies now being followed by both 
national and state supervisory au- 
thorities aimed to safeguard the na- 
tion against over-banking. 

“But sound laws and conscien- 
tious officials are not of themselves 
always sufficient safeguard in any 
field of our complex national life un- 
less they have the active support of 
public opinion,” he adds. “It is the 
purpose of the American Bankers 
Association to aid in marshaling 
public opinion in support of both na- 
tonal and state supervisory authori- 
ties in their efforts to strengthen and 
protect the banking structure.” 

The Economic Policy Commission 
summarizes its findings as follows: 

“The facts show a ‘listinect causal 
relationship »etween the over-char- 
tering of banks and the abnormal 
bank failure conditions that pre- 
vailed from 1920 to the bank holiday 
in 1933. It is desirable that studies 
be made on the basis of experience 
to develop standards governing the 
number of banks. 

“Such a study would embrace the 


question whether banking facilities | 


can best be supplied to the rural dis- 
tricts by small 
branches from banks of substantial 
capital in larger centers. Existing 
sound banks, which are serving their 
communities well 
tected from any return of the over: 
banked local conditions caused in 
the past by lax chartering policies. 


Banking Officials Queried 

“An inquiry among state com- 
missioners whows a _ prepanderant 
opinion against increasing materi- 
ally the number of banks, coupled 
with the fact that present laws give 
them sufficient discretion to prevent 
a repetition of errors of the past. 

“Under prevailing abnormal con- 
ditious, with the Federal Goverment 
extensively exercising loaning pow- 
ers in competition with the banks, 
and with industry itself so largely 
supplied with funds as to render it to 
a great degree independent of normal 
bank borrowing the banking struc- 
ture even with its present reduced 
numbers, finds it difficult to support 
its existing capital investment and 
operating pe.sonnel. 

“These are new factors, intensify- 
ing the need for highly prudent and 
restrictive chartering policies. We 
urge the retirement of the Federal 
Governmen. from the banking busi- 
_ness as normal conditions warrant.”

He wants Congress to remember 
that public debts created by reckless 
expenditures and waste must be paid 
out of taxes—clipped from the work- 
er’s earnings or the earnings of his 
children and grandchildren. He 
wants it to stop mortgaging our 
future. 

He wants members of Congress, 
whatever their party affiliations, to 
think of the Nation as a whole, 
rather than in terms of political 
groups and factions. 

In brief, he wants courage, reason. 
and economy in government — and 
he asks Congress to assure these 
things. It is a fair request. If the 
members of Congress will heed it, 
they can do much to restore that 
public confidence upon which de- 
pends not only our national recov- 
ery, but the future security of 
America.

HAM’ SNIP 

This dish was invented by my 
mother one year when the farm 
produced few of our usual] foods in 
‘any abundance but did furnish a 
good crop of parsnips. Potato may 
be substituted for the eggplant if 
necessary. 

Grease a deep casserole. Peel and. 
dice one eggplant. Line the bottom 
of the casserole with this. Peel and 
dice 3 cups carrots and place over 
eggplant. Peel and cut 5 parsnips n 
strips and lay over carrots. Cut 
small servings of ham, brown light- 
ly on one side and cover the par- 
snips. On top put 1 tablespoon mo- 
lasses, Add 1 cup water, cover tight- 
ly and bake in moderate oven (350 
degrees) for 30 minutes. Serve with 
kot cornmeal muffins and apple 
jelly. 

This same recipe is delicious sub- 
stituting round steak for the ham 
and onions for the carrots. (Leave 
the molasses off the beef steak). 

Another variation is to use a 
double amount of parsnips, the ham 
and then substitute a cup of pine- 
apple juice for the cup of water. 

And a third is to use the eggplant, 
parsnips, tomato juice (flavored 
with garlic), round steak and 1 cup 
chopped green peppers.

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Motorists Must Get 
New Plates Now 


Promptly after the New Year 
holiday, California’s more than 
two million motor car owners will 
be faced with the need to obtain 
renewal of automobile registra- 
tion and secure new plates for 
1936. 

The renewal period opens on 
the morning of January 2 and 
continues to midnight, January 30. 
Those who fail to apply within 
this span of less than a month 
will incur a delinquent penalty 
that doubles the amount of the 
new) additional license fee based 
on car value. 

Under the law there can be no 
extension of the time limit such 
as has been made in previous 
years, Car owners are also cau- 
tioned against the error of as- 
suming that they can wait until 
the last day of January, which has 
thirty-one days. The period ends 
and the penalty becomes effec- 
tive at midnight, January 30. 

The importance of applying 
early is stressed, aS car owners 
will thereby guard against the 
possibility of neglecting to act be- 
fore the period expires and also 
avoid dleays and other inconven- 
ience of a last minute rush. 

Attention is drawn to the fact 
that postcard notices mailed by 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
telling the amount of new addi- 
tional fee on each registered car 
should be carefully preserved so as 
to be able to present them when 


applying for renewal of registra- | 


tion. The 1935 registration certifi- 
cate must also be presented and 
must bear the assessors’s stamp 
showing payment of any current- 
ly due personal property taxes. 
The new additional fee hereafter 
takes the place of such taxes. 

The Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles will issue plates at offices 
in various principal cities and 
plates will also be issued at High- 
way Patrol offices. Mail applica- 
tions will be received by the De- 
partment office at Sacramento 
The Automobile Association will 
issue plates to members at each 
of its thirty-three offices in nor- 
thern and central California.

California WPA Costs 
Costs Materially Reduced 


Administrative costs of Califor- 
nia’s Works Progress Administra- 
tion were reduced approximately 
$90,000 per month as the result 
of orders issued recently by 
Frank Y. McLaughlin, state WPA 
Administrator. More than 800 em- 
ployees were eliminated from the 
administration payrolls. 

McLaughlin explained that the 
slash in the State WPA admin- 
istrative personnel was made pos- 
sible by the fact that California 
already has more than _ three- 
fourths of its former relief quota 
at work on federal projects and 
that the need for a large execu- 
tive staff has subsequently dim- 
inished. All of the persons af- 
fected will be dropped from the 
payrolls by the first of the year, 
said. the Administrator. 

“Due to the intensive 
that the California 
gress Adininistration 
to get its quota to work during 
November and December ae 
found it necessary to employ 
large staff of extra hein in 
various administrative 
ments”, said McLaughlin. 

“We now have more than 171,- 
000 persons at work on proj ccts 
and we anticipate that this num- 
ber will be increased to at least 
150,000 by the end of the year. 
This will leave only approximate- 
ly 10,000 persons for whom jobs 
will then remain fo be found.
